lohn Walker, one of Niagara’s most 
distinguished entrepreneurs and 
generous philanthropists, died at his 
home last Thursday, surrounded by 
his family. 

As the fourth-generation former 
co-owner of Walker Industries with 
hisbrotherNorris,he was known in 
the region for his generosity in many 
areas, both through the family busi¬ 
ness and personally. 

While health care and the arts 
were often the beneficiaries of his 
public altruism, those who knew him 
say his giving was never about recog¬ 
nition, and he was quick to quietly 
help out anyone in need. 

Jackie Phelan, his personal assist¬ 
ant for more than 20 years, said 
Walker’s philanthropy was a family 
legacy, something he learned from 
his parents John and Nora - a legacy 
that will continue with the next gen¬ 
eration. 

But it also came from the deep car¬ 
ing within that he held for other peo- 
"le. 

“He had a boundless capacity to 
care for everyone he touched,” she

And he touched a lot of people, 
“more than we'll ever know.” 

If he heard someone had a prob¬ 
lem, he wanted to help, she said. 

“His heart was open, and he lis¬ 
tened. He heard what people were 
saying, and if he could do something 
about it he would.” 

His frith was important to him, she 
said, as was his business, but family 
was his first priority. 

“I often heard him speak at pri¬ 
vate functions, and he would say that 
being a father came first, business 

In his work, she said, “he had a 
great ability to see the fiiture.” 

He developed Niagara Waste Sys¬ 
tems as a solution for the rehabili¬ 
tation of the worked-out area of the 
quarry on the border of Thorold and 
Niagara Falls, and in the case of the 
Vineland Quarries, an award-win- 
mng vineyard. 

He had a clear vision, said Phe¬ 
lan, of taking the empty quarries and 
doing something positive with them. 

And when he tackled something, 
she said, “he thought big, and he 
taught me to think big. He wanted

experiences to be memorable, and 
he wanted to create big memories, 
but he never forgot the little details.” 

She points to the Touch-a-Truck 
events he sponsored at Niagara Col¬ 
lege. He and his wife Carol had seen 
something similar on a much smaller 
scale, with emergency vehicles for 
kids to see up close, when they were 
visiting their grandchildren in the 
U.S. 

“Carol wanted to do something 
similar here, and John said, 'I know 
where we can get some vehicles." 

The event, held every other year, 
not only brings together emergency 


vehicles but includes a variety of 
huge Walker Industry construction 
machines, dump trucks and more, 
raising money for children's literacy 
projects. 

But just as important to John, said 
Phelan, was creating memories for 
the little boy who was going to have 
the opportunity to sit in one of those 
constructionvehicles. 

In Niagara-on-the-Lake, where 
John and Carol lived, they were well- 
known and highly regarded for their 
support of the Shaw Festival.

Jill Planche, retired now, 
was director of resource devel¬ 
opment for the Shaw dur¬ 
ing the years when it had an 
aggressive capital campaign 
to build the new production 
centre and also build up an 
endowment fund.

He 
thought like a philanthropist, 
and he would sit quietly and 
listen, and then he would offer 
his advice. Apart from his own 
generosity, it was his advice 
that he could offer, because he 
was a philanthropist at heart, 
that I'll be eternally grateful

Planche said she worked 
in the fundraising field for 35 
years, and met a lot of good 
people, “but with John, you 
knew he was giving from his 
heart. He talked a lot about 
growing up with philanthropy, 
and the importance of giv¬ 
ing back to your community. 
To him it wasn't just about 
money, it was a way of living 
and thinking of others. There 
was always a thoughtfulness to 


He was also a major spon¬ 
sor of the popular Shaw Fes¬ 
tival Film Series, which brings 
critically acclaimed films and 
documentaries to the Festival 
Theatre during the winter 

When the idea was first 
conceived, with Carol at the 
helm, there was no money for 
a projechon system. John, says 
Planche, offered to lend the 
money to purchase it. 

“I’m sure he never expected 
to get it back, but we were able 
to return it. And he promptly

him. He’ll be missed.” 

There were many other 
beneficiaries of his generos¬ 
ity, both in time and financial 
donations. 

He received dozens of entre¬ 
preneurial and achievement 
awards, and served as chair 
or member of several boards 
including the Shaw Festival, 
Shaver Hospital, Knox Presby¬ 
terian Church, Ridley College, 
AIDS Niagara, the YMCA, 
the Niagara Peninsula Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre Foundation and 


was honorary chair of the St. 
Catharines General Hospital 
Foundation’s Breakthrough 
Health Care campaign. 

He was also an Executive 
in Residence at Brock Uni¬ 
versity, where in 2001, he 
was bestowed with a hon¬ 
orary doctorate; and he was 
awarded the Golden Jubi¬ 
lee Medal honoring his many 
philanthropic achievements. 

He was the honorary co¬ 
chair of the It’s Our Time 
campaign for the new St. 
Catharines hospital, which 
raised more than $40 million, 
and was a member of the Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake arm of the 
fundraising committee that 
successfully met its target of 
$2.8 million. 

But perhaps the gift he and 
his family will be best remem¬ 
bered for was the dona¬ 
tion of $5 million toward the 
construction of the Niagara 
Regional Cancer Centre at the 
new hospital in St Catharines. 
It was the largest private dona¬ 
tion ever made in Niagara 
and was given by the Walker 
family and Walker Industries, 
under the leadership of John 


and Norris. 

“John Walker was an exem¬ 
plary leader, and his decades 
of service to health care helped 
to build a stronger Niagara. His 
generosity and vision will con¬ 
tinue to have an impact long 
into the future,” said the NHS’s 
OneFoundation board chair- 


and Rachel, and leaves also 
his former wife Peggy. He is 
survived by numerous grand¬ 
children, brother Norris (late 
Marilyn) and the late David F. 
Walker.

Wynne can’t force 
MPPs to resign 


rrihe manner in which Premier 
I Kathleen Wynne and her 
_L Liberal government have 
handled allegations of sexual 
harassment is a head-scratcher 
for many Queen’s Park observers. 
First came the bombshell that two 
MPPs had been forced to quit the 


harassmentWe were told we couldn’t 
know their names for legal reasons 
and to protect the victims. Then one 
of the victims went public and named 
former Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor 
as the person she’d made allegations 
about. He denied any wrongdoing. 
Reporters naturally wanted more 
details. 

Who produced the report on these 
allegations? 

Where’s the report? Why can't we 
see it? 

They've lied to us before. They'll lie 
again. 

Where’s the transparency? 

We have no idea what Craitor — 
and whoever the other person who 
was forced to quit — allegedly did. 

This is an entirely inappropriate 
way to deal with democratically 
elected parliamentarians. 

Technically, Craitor did not work 
for Wynne and the Liberal Party. He 
worked for the people of Niagara 
Falls who elected him. It would have 
been appropriate for Wynne to expel 
Craitor from caucus, but forcing him 


to quit his seat in the legislature is 
not her prerogative. 

In some ways it’s very 
undemocratic. Based on a report 
that she won’t make public, 

Wynne is overturning the will of 
the electorate by demanding the 
resignation of a duly elected MPP. 

Craitor was a renegade Liberal 
from the time he was elected. He 
often was at odds with his own party 
on politics. Yet he was very popular 
in his Niagara Falls riding and 
would likely have been able to run 
successfully as an independent. 

For all we know, Wynne’s 
"investigation" might have been a 
kangaroo court. Or the investigation 
may never have happened. I'm not 
saying that’s the case. I’m just saying 
we don’t know. 

This becomes all the more 
hypocritical when you consider that 
former Liberal premier David Peterson 
— Matthews’ brother-in-law — faces a 
sexual harassment claim by a former 
manager at the Pan Am Games. 

While the allegations have not been 
proven in court, you'd have thought 
the Liberal Party would suspend 
Peterson's party membership pending 
the outcome of the lawsuit, which they 
have not done. 

A double-standard? You bet. But 
par for the Liberal course.

Open air burning is not permitted within the 
Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake and is a direct 
contravention of sentence Div. B 2.4.4.4.(1) of 
the Ontario Fire Code, which states: 

“Open air burning shall not take place unless 
approved by the Chief Fire Official or unless 
such burning consists of a small confined fire, 
used to cook food on a grill or barbecue and 
commensurate with the type and quantity of 


The Chief Fire Official has the authority to grant 
permission for typical farm burning practices 
but must follow the Controlled Open Air Burn 
Guidelines and obtain approval prior to burning. 
Failure to follow these guidelines can result in 
fines of up to $50,000 for Ontario Fire Code 
convictions or cost recovery of $410 minimum 
per vehicle as per our Fees for $ervice By-law.

Imagine trying to find a dis¬ 
abled boat from the air, when 
the lake below is dotted with 
hundreds of fishermen and 
recreational boaters out on 
the water enjoying a beautiful 
weekend afternoon. 

Air rescue volunteers, 
myself included, were busy 
this weekend with a simu¬ 
lated emergency that had us 
doing just that, as the busy 
outdoor season begins. 

Working with the military, 
civilian volunteers were pre¬ 
paring and training for res¬ 
cue and recovery operations 
from mishaps that could 
occur from the air, land or 

This weekend’s training 
consisted of a simulated situ¬ 
ation of a disabled boat com¬ 
bined with a medical compli¬ 
cation of a person on board 
- someone was apparently 
suffering a heart attack, tum- 

of life and death. 

I'm a [delete additional 
“a”] member of the volunteer 
non-profit Civil Air Rescue 
Emergency Services (CARES) 
Niagara, based at Niagara 


District Airport. The train¬ 
ing exercise was to practice a 
joint operation with military 
personnel from the Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence 
424 Squadron from Trenton, 
along with Canadian Coast 
Guard and Coast Guard Aux¬ 
iliary members. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
Terry Nord, our CARES 
search coordinator, noted 
the importance of operations 
between the various agencies 
this weekend, “as each brings 
unique professional skills to 
the task of rescuing those who 
find themselves in trouble.” 

This particular exercise at 
the beginning of the search 
and rescue season was to 
test the resources of both the 
marine and air operations to 
be prepared for when calls 
for help arise. 

Our simulated call came 
Saturday morning from 
Trenton to tell us of a boat 
with no power on Lake Erie, 
and someone aboard with 
the medical emergency. 

Some of our new members 
flew out from Niagara District 
Airport with the military per¬ 
sonnel on board the Hercules. 

I was one of two spotters, 
along with a navigator and 


pilot, in the Cessna 337, a 
plane specifically designed for 

during the Vietnam War, and 
still used around the world. 

Our operation took place 
with coast guard marine 
vessels Sandman III, Port 
Colborne Marine Rescue 
(POCOMARI & II), the coast 
guard's Cape Rescue and 
crew based in Port Dover, 
and the coast guard's mid¬ 
shore patrol vessel Private 
Robertson V.C. 

As we searched we were 
told by the search coordina¬ 
tor to locate the source of a 
radio distress signal from the 
disabled boat, and as we got 
closer a green dye marker in 
the water was spotted to con¬ 
firm the distressed boat 

As part of the training mis¬ 
sion, the Hercules was able to 
drop a radio pack to the boat 
in distress, dropping it at the 
end of a 600-foot line while 
traveling about 140 kilometers 
an hour, right on the bow of the 
boat - they nailed it perfectly. 

At that point, the Hercules 
received an actual distress call 
and was directed to leave the 
area, and once the coast guard 
rescue boat pulled up along¬ 
side the supposed disabled 


boat on Lake Erie to complete 
the rescue, we returned to Nia¬ 
gara District Airport. 

The simulated emergency 
was carried out again Sunday, 
this time on Lake Ontario, 
with local volunteers again 
on board the Hercules train¬ 
ing as auxiliary spotters, work¬ 
ing with Hamilton Beach Res¬ 
cue, Grimsby Rescue, Oakville 
Marine Rescue, the coast 
guard’s Cape Storm and crew 
from Port Weller and the coast 
guard’s Corporal Teather. 

Canadian Coast Guard 
auxiliary training co-ordi- 
nator Ryan Glaves says “the 
important message for boat- 

remember that while the air 
may be warm, waters remain 
cold.” For information on 
cold water immersion visit 
the web site http://csbc.ca/ 
en/cold-water-awareness.
